NEW YORK. Oct. 25.—Graphic sto- 
ries c-f tho last Zeppelin raid on Lon- 
don, the most disastrous 
in 
history, 


were told by passengers on the Ameri- 
can liner St. Paul, which arrived from 
Liverpool yesterday. 


All these stories agreed that the 


loss of life was far greater than offi- 
cially admitted by the British govern- 
ment, and much larger than 
in any 


previous raid. The property loss wns 
not extensive. 
Five Zeppelins took 
part In the raid. 


Thomas Evarts Adams, 
son 
of a 


New York dry goods merchant, said: 


"A friend of mine in the admiralty 


told me the number killed in the raid 
reached 300." 
: 


Frederick \V. Whitridge, president of 


the Third Avenue railroad, placed the 
number of killed at 154. The 
first 


official British statement issued 
after 


the raid placed the number at eight, 
and a subsequent official statement at 
5C. 


One of the most thrilling accounts 


of the raid was told by Mr. Whitrirtge. 
who characterized 
it as 
"damnable 
black-guardery." 


"I was in the P.itz hotel having din- 


ner on tho night of Oct. 13 when the 
raid began." he said. "I went outside. 


j There were five Zeppelins taiing part 
I in Ihe raid, but they split company 
j hefon; reaching the city. 
J saw only 


one. rather indistinctly." 


At this part of Ins story tears be- 


gan to trickle down Mr. \Vhitridge'H 
face, "f knew one old gentleman," he 
continued, "who was walking down the 
' street when a bomb came down upon 
his head, killing him instantly. 


"The people in the streets were about 


as calm as a. collection of oysters. If 
the Germans have sc-t out to terrorize

."All those convicted were fully cog- 


nizant of the significance of their ac- 
tions.

Speaking in the Social Forum at the 


Grace Um'versalist church Sunday even- 
Ing, Professor Earl Barnes said that 
London, a. city o( ten million people, is 
owned byr six men. Professor 
Barnes 


. has contributed generously to the gen- 


eral knowledge about property owner- 
ship in the capital of the British em- 
-plre. He has been a speaker at the 
Cooper institute In New York and at 
Ford hall, Boston. 
He has made a 


careful study of London having had a 
residence there for several years. 


Speaking of the ownership of London, 


the professor .said: 


"Of course, there are little owners, 


here and there; but the great part of 
the city is in the hands of half a dozen 
men. 
Of these, the dukes of Edin 


burgh and Westminister are the prin- 
cipal owners. 
According to the Eng- 


lish laws, property is leased for a pe- 
riod of 99 years, and, at the expiration 
of that lease, it reverts to its original 


they. He felt this to be a 


condition which should re remedied, 
;and Bald that in times not far distant 
the maucr of ownership of property 
will be one of the big Questions to be 
solved by the English people.

Berlin Justifies Nurse's Death— 
^Necessary to End "World-wide 
Conspiracy," Says Germany 


BERLIN, via The Hague and London, 


Got. 25.'—Dr. Alfred F. M. Zimmerman, 
German under secretary for foreign af- 
fairs, has issued an ofiicial explanation 
of the recent execution in IBelglum of 
Miss Edith Cavell, the British nurse. 
lie prefaced hia remarks by the dec- 


laration that he had examined Iho evi- 
dence with the greatest care and found 
the verdict, though regrettable, to be 
just. 
His statement 
follows:

"I see by the British and American 


press that the shooting of an Eng- 
lish woman and the conviction of sev- 
eral other women In Brussels for trea^ 
son have created a great impression 
and that we arc being severely criti- 
cised. 


"It is indeed hard that a woman 


must be executed, but remember to 
what shall a state come which fs in 
war if it allows to pass unnoticed a 
crime against the safety of its armies 
because committed by women..

tions, marks such a differentiation, 
and the feminine sex has but one pref- 
erence, according 
to

usages.

"With such a situation under

very eyes of the authorities only tho 
utmost severity can bring relief, and 
the government that does not adopt
